Baskatoon Star. 
Ontario polities have their bearing 


‘on federal affairs just now. Chiefly 
because Mr. William Proudfoot had 
neglected to take advantage of what 
some members of the Liberal party 
considered opportunities to advance 


the party's interests during the war) 


period (Mr. Proudfoot having wholly 
maintained an attitude of helpful co- 
operation with the Ontario govern- 
ment) he has been deprived of the 
leadership of the provincial Liberal 
party, and Mr. Hartley Dewart, K. 
C., has been selected in his stead. 
Mr. Dewart toured Western Canada 
as a Neutenant of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
in the cause of the anti-conscription- 
ists, Throughout he has been aetrong 
partisan of the late Liberal leader 
and the federal opposition party. 

Mr. N. W. Rowell’s published let- 
ter, repudiating the coming LAberal 
convention on behalf of the Unionist 
liberals, further emphasizes the dif- 
ference. Mr. Rowell points out that 
the convention was not called by the 
IAberal party, but by that section of 
it represented on the opposition 
benches at Ottawa, which, outside of 
Quebec, ia decidedly tn the minority. 
“While no doubt some Liberals who 
supported the Union government will 
attend,” said Mr. Rowell, “the con- 
vention will not be in a position to 
represent or speak for the Liberals 
who supported the Union govern- 
ment.”

Possessors of Enormous War Pro. 
fits Have Failed to Respond, 
Says Daily Mail 


—— 


London, July 18—(Associated Press) 
—The victory loan eampaign fs disap- 
pointing, in the opinion of several 
morning newspapers. Others, how- 
ever, accept the statement of J. Aus- 
tin Chamberlain, chancellor of the ex- 


chequer, that “In view of the cir+ 
cumstances ,the result la very satis- 
factory.” 

The Daily Mail says: 

“Doubtless millions of people are so 
hard hit by high prices and taxation 
that they cannot subscribe, but there 
are enormous accumulated war and 
other profits, whose possessors have 
failed to respond to the patriotic ap- 
peal.” 

“The results make it only too clear,” 
says the Telegraph, that further ef- 
forts will be needed before our fin- 
ances are placed on a really sound 
basis.” 

The laborite Herald Insists that the 
country's finances must be rehabill- 
tated through a levy on capital. 

The Daily News does not take an 
optimistic view of: the situation, but 
says: 

“If the disappointing result of the 
victory loan persuades the govern- 
ment that the stage of easy borrowing 
is over and that the financial demand 
for the future will in some way have 
to be met out of income and capital 
and not by mortgaging posterity, it 
will not have been too dearly bought.” 

“When the innumerable counter at- 
tractions open to the investor are con- 
sidered,” says the Chroniele, “the 
loan must be considered a great suc- 
cess, With the removal of capital 
issue restrictions, every trade and in- 
dustry is clamoring for new capital to 
set factories to work again and to re- 
construct trade.”

Winnipeg, July 18—"Although the 
vote of many Winnipeg unions 
overwhelmingly in favor of the One 
Big Union, I do nof believe jt accur- 
ately represents the sentiments of or- 
| ganized labor in Winnipeg,” R 
Rigg, western organizer of the Domin- 
jon Trades Congress, declared today. 

“The vote was taken without @ 
thorough understanding of what the 
practical working of the Industrial sys- 
tem would be,” he added. He stated 
that he had instructions from the con- 
gress executive to reorganize the Win- 
nipeg Trades and Labor Council, and 
that he was confident trade unionism 
would triumph in the end, 

The Western Labor News, which 
has abandoned the policy of publish- 
ing daily and gone back to a weekly 
basis, today confirmed statements 


effect that Winnipeg labor had com- 
mitted itself definitely to the One Big 
Unton idea, and would renounce affili- 
| ation with the American Federation of 
, Labor and the Dominion Trades Goun- 
| cll.
